Library Reading by Youths Gains; 
Drops Among Adults in Upland 


In spite of television, movies , 347 jig saw puzzles, 
! phlets and 2,650 picture 


and many other diversions, the 


circulation of books in the Up- 
land library increased 3 per cent 
over a year ago, according to Miss 
Lucile McDonald, librarian, 
has’just issued the annual 1950- 
51 report. Total circulation of 
books in-adult and juvenile de 
partments was 85,589. 

Juvenile readers here, how- 
ever, outread their elders during 
the year. They read 22 per cent 
more books than they did iu 


1949-50, cr a new total of 27,627. } 


At the same time the adults read 
fewer books, 57,962 as compared 
with 60,334, according to Miss 
MecDenald’s compilation.

circulation, 10,451 magazines 
were read at home and also

He went on to tell how his son- 
in-law, Nathan Carter, returned 
from a bombing mission over 
Germany and later counted 256 
bullet and flak holes in his B-24. 

“One day while Nate and his 
crew were over enemy territory, 
with flak flying around, he leaned 
over to speak to one of his bud- 
dies. Just then a piece of flak 
ripped through the plane where 
his head had been just a second 
before,” Mr. Shoemaker related. 

An Uplander since 1930, Mr. 
Shoemaker playfully jostled one 
of his grandchildren as he gave 
this advice to parents and rela- 
tives of servicemen, “It doesn’t 
Pay to worry.”
